BUTTERWORTH. VENABLE is Chairman of the National Knights • 
of the K.K.K., Inc.^ and President of the Defensive Legion - 
of Registered Americans, Inc. BUTTERWORTH is Director of 
Public Relations of the National Knights of the K K K 
Inc., and Secretary of the Defensive Legion of Registered 
Americans, inc. VENABLE and BUTTERWORj-H had earlier 
attempted unsuccessfully to promote a similar March on 
Washington for 2/22/64. National Headquarters of The Committee 
listed as P.O.Box 4846 Federal Annex, Atlanta, Ga.; however, 
actual headquarters are in the headquarters of the National 
Knights of the K.K.K., Inc., Tucker, Ga. purpose of the march 
as set lorth in a document issued by The Committee is "to 
wrest control of the United States Government from the Communist 
hands of foreign Asiatic _jews and African negroes." List of 
10 demands drawn up by The Committee inclu'^e: defeat of 
civil rights bill pending before Congress, removal of apellate 
Jurisdiction of Supreme court, enactment of constitutional 
amendment forbidding legislation on the social status of any 
individual or group, removal of control of the U.S. money 
from the ^Federal Reserve System, end of all foreign aid that 
is not a loan at interest, repeal of all Executive Orders 
granted President, repeal of National and State mental health 
acts, recapture of all network broadcasting into Christian 
hands, immediate removal of United Nations from United States 
and United States withdrawal from United Nations, and abolition 
of the graduated income tax. A registration office has been

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IV. STATED AIMS 

In ^-v,^ M ^^->?°™?i5?®® inserted a full page advertisement 
in the March 26, 1964, edition of "The DeKalb New Era", a 
weekly newspaper published in ,Decatur, Georgia. This ad 
contained a list of ten demands which read as follows: 

"LIST OF DEMANDS ON CONGRESS, ACCEPTABLE To' 
COMMITTEE OP ONE MILLION CAUCASIANS, 
AS THE WILL OP THE AMERICAN PEOPLE" 

"1. we demand the defeat, or immediate repeal, 
if passed by Congress before July 4th, 1964 
of all 7 parts of the Civil Rights Bill, 
we will not obey such unconstitutional 
treason, if it Is passed, and will resist 
it to the point of defending our homes and 
businesses, while proclaiming open defiance 
of every Judicial or law enforcement agency. 
We will defeat by any means, every member 
of Congress who votes for any part of" it. 
It Is vile, odious Communism. 

"2. We demand that Congress Immediately remove 
all Appellate Jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court, as is its prerogative \4nder the 
Constitution, in matters pertaining to edu- 
cation and religion. This will spell the 
end of forced integration by bayonet, and 
permit the Christian God of our fathers to 
return to the Public Schools, with ret^irn 
of the Holy Bibl^ and prayers to be said 
by our children. We demand the same m all 
matters of voter qualifications, and in 
the representation in both Federal and state 
legislatures, all of which rightfully belong 
to the Sovereign States of this union. 

"3. We demand that Congress inaugurate a 
Constitutional Amendment forbidding en- 
actment of any legislation on the social status 
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of any individual or groupl and forbidding 
any Judicial rulings or interpretation to 
grant or to deny- special privilege, such 
status not being a matter for either . 
legislative or Judicial adjudication. 

"4, We demand the immediate removal of manufacture 
and control and regulation of the value of 
all United States money from the hands of 
private bankers^ as is now the case with the 
Federal Reserve System. We demand the 
dissolution of the Federal Reserve Banks 
and the calllng-ln of its spurious I 0 U 
money, which has no backing or value. We 
demand Immediate cessation of our govern- 
ment's payment of interest to these swindlers, 
on the national debt of the u. S. 

"5. We demand Immediate end of all Foreign Aid, 
that Is not a bona-fide loan at proper 
interest. The government of this Republic 
has no authority to tax American citizens 
one dime, to support foreign governments 
or people. We are the Welfare Agents for 
bohunks. If it is not halted, we will 
eonsidet" the alternative of a nationwide 
tax revolt, aar Communist government has 
already squandered over 100 billion dollars 
of our substance and savings for this treason. 

"6. we demand immediate repeal of all Executive 
Orders granted the President, which are a 
sword at the throats of free men, and which 
can take a great nation into complete 
Communism at the whim' of any Dictator 
Bureaucrat. Every Order is ■ unconsitutionalj 
stating that National Elnergency can be 
either military, economic, or financial. 
, It is protection for revolt against World 
Bankers, who own our money. 

"7. we demand immediate repeal of the National 
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Mental Health Act and of all State Mental 
Health Acts and programs, whereby any citizen 
may be taken Into custody, declared tempo- 
rarily Insane, subjected to forced r^dication 
or surgery and confined and even transported 
without trial by a jury of his peers in open 
court. We recommend all citizens to violently 
oppose these barbaric treasons and tyrannies. 

"8., We demand immediate recapture of all network 
broadcasting into Christian hands and the 
smashing of the stranle-hold monopoly of 
one anti-Christian church, and that all 
powers of censorship of free use of the air 
be removed from the same. We demand that 
broadcasting be declared NO PART of the public 
press since the limited frequencies of 
nature belong to all, like the sunshine. 
Exclusive use of them by any group must be 
abolished. Every network is Banker-owned. 

"9. We demand immediate removal of the ungodly 
and Communist Uited Nations from the 
territory of the United States and of 
American withdrawal from that body. The 
subterfuge of calling the infamous Charter 
a treaty, when it violates every part of our 
Constitution and even supersedes it as our 
supreme law of the ^ nd does not do justice 
to the mentality of an ape. it has 
promoted three wars for every year of existence 
costing numberless American lives on foreign 
soil. It has caused three American Presidents 
to commit treason warranting death, it is 
the most ungodly, tyrannical plague In the 
world today, - 

"10, We demand that Congress abolish the graduated 
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Income Tax which has bled every Individual 
and business since its Inception. Income 
Tax has been a club over the heads of every 
citizen to furnish tons of money for the hog- 
wild spending on crackpot schemes for Bureau- 
crats, It does not pay the salaries of a 
single government employee^ nor the expense 
of any government department. We demand 
pending abolishment of the XVI Amendment, 
it pass immediate legislation forbidding 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue from 
granting Tax exemption to any individual, 
group, corporation or Foundation under the 
guise of spepial privilege, and that the 
assets of every tax-free Foundation be 
confiscated and turned over to the U.S* 
Treasury. "

"The March on Congress by Committees of 
One Million Caucasians has met with an appalling

"We are not Imitating the negro in this Holy 
Crusade of white Christians. TTTe fountain-head of 
all our troubles lies in Congress, It has refused 
to curb the presidents or the Supreme Court. It 
has votfed every piece of Socialism on the 'books. 
The Communist- led negro 'March' gave them tremendous 
publicity prestige. Every member of Congress has 
canvassed his District to find out howmmy bloc, 
votes can go against him, among riegroes and their 
non-Christian sponsors. As a result, this blackmail 
has influenced their votes to carry us further down 
the road to complete Socialism.

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at 
Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan's 
unity of effort and activities to establish a National Fund, 
and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. The 
meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of 
Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North 
Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; 
Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Hyksos 
Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and, passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that 
several meetings of Klan groups were held during the 
period 1960 to 1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups 
under a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order," 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
Indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
antl-Cathollc, and anti-Foreign born. 

The third source advised in March, 1964, that the 
organization had established a headquarters in Tucker, 
Georgia, and the day-to-day operations are under the 
direction of JAMES R. VENABLE, Chairman, and HERBERT W. 
(WALLY) BUTTERWORTH, Director of Public Relations. 



DEFENSIVE LEGION OF REaiSTERED AMERICANS, INC., 
formerly known as Protective Legion of Registered 
Americans, also known as Christian Voters and 
Buyers League 



A source advised in March, I962, that HERBERT 
WALL-^.GE LUTTERWORTH^ Public Relations Director, United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (United Klans), 
explained to a group of officials of United Klans at a 
meeting on March 1, 1962, that a new organization vjas to 
be set up. BUTTERWORTH explained that the organization 
would be a front organization of the United Klans and its 
purpose would be to sponsor and organize a series of 
segregationist events in Atlanta, Georgia, in July, 1962, 
during the week scheduled for the annual national convention 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
people. 

Records of the Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect a charter was granted on April 10, 1952, to 
the Defensive Legion of Registered Americans, IncTDLRA) 
as a non-profit group, v;hose purpose is to "uphold the 
American economic system of free enterprise; to oppose 
communism, Marxism, Mongrelism, and Nihilism In all their 
many forms; to uphold the sovereignty of the fifty states of 
our Union in their respective spheres; to help in the elsotion 
of public officials, who believe In the principle of abiding 
strictly by the Constitution of the United States, and the 
Constitutions of the Fifty States of the United States; to 
educate the people of the United States as to the wisdom 
and righteousness of the traditional way of life our fore- 
fathers established; to force adherence to the states rights 
of each sovereign state in the Union of the United States. 

On April 18, 1962, the first source advised that 
JAMES R. VENABLE^ Legal Counsel for United Klans, was President 
of the DLRA and HERBERT WALLACE BUTTERWORTH was secretary. 
The source stated that an office had been set up in the 
Walter R. Brown Building, Pryor and Huhter Streets, Atlanta, 
Georgia, and a mailing address obtained at P. 0. Box 5S, 
Decatur, Georgia.
